In the Semi-monthly BulletM is- 
sued by tka Orgaaitation Service Bu- 
reau, Chief of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the subject uf Sol- 
dier Memorials Is given prominent 
space and In as much as the citizens 
of Mason couniy are intoreutod In 
crectlnx a suitable memorial to the 
boys that fought la the World War, 
we quote a paragraph from the ar- 
ticle: 

"Memorials for soldiers and sailors 
is a subject concerning which we have 
had a number of inquiries. We would 
appreciate it if commerolal organiza- 
tions would inform us of deflnite de- 
\elopments In their communities so 
that we may Mass on the Information. 
The matter at present seems to be 
largely in the discussion stage. The 
President of the Kansas City, Kansas 
Chamber of Commerce was authorized 
by a meeting at which were present 
representatives of seventeen organisa- 
tions and the Board of Directors of 
the Chanihor, to apnoint a committee 
lo make report on what form a mem- 
orial should take. The War Council 
of the Providence, R. I. Chamber of 
Commerce appointed a committee t( 
make similar Investigations. The 
Mayor of St P.iiil, .Minn,, and the iniiiii 
cipal and county authorities of i'ort 
Huron and 8t Claire county, Mich., 
have Initiated planning action. In the 
latter plaee and also In Ix)ul«vlllc. 
Ky.. a civic or cpmmunity center as 
proper memorial Is receiving com- 
ment. The Spokane, Wash., ChamLer 
of Commerce has decided upon an au- 
ditorium as a memorial and Its com 
mittee is laying the basis for this pro- 
ject through newspaper publicity, re- 
printing of pictures of auditoriums In 
other cities, etc. A committee of the 
Oklahoma City, Okla., Chamber of 
Commerce Is at work an Advisory 
Board of local areuitects on plans for 
a bnHdhlg anff^lts. The Mayor of 
Toledo, Ohio, has submitted a dellnttc 
plan to organizations Interested whici' 
proposes that the citv Issue |BOO,Ofln 
worth of bonds for the erection of a 
I'iborty Building and fumish a site in 
the oivto center and that the citizen' 
contribute $500,000 for the building 
Other Commercial organization' 
which arc working on or actively i'l 
terested In plans for a memorial are:

What about the In- 
surance carried by the men while in 
service? Can it be cashed in? Should 
It be continued?

What of vocational training for the 
discharged soldier or sailor t la the 
Injured man given an education by the 
government? 

Many men have subscribed for Lib- 
erty oHnds. How are the payments to 
be made for these and what are the 
mens' rights in respect to themT 

There Is much confusion in the 
minds of the public In regard to War 
Risk Insurance and compensation on 
account of injury sustained while in 
the service. Any discharged man who 
has become Incapacitated while In the 
service Is entitled to compensation. 
The rights of Ui ffemily to compen- 
sation In case of his death, ihay de- 
pend upon whether he haa submitted 
a certificate of disability prior to his 
own decease. 

Information on any and all of these 
subjects has been given by the Home 
Service Section of the Red Cross and 
can be accurately and quickly given 
to any discharged or enlisted man or 
their interested relatives, without cost.

Stretchmg from Switzerland to the sea, lie hnndreda and thoiP 
Bands of square miles of territory where rests the blight of war. Here 
five years ago, hundreds of happy people lived and labored amidst 
smiling fields and in pleasant towns, regions in which 2,000,000 dead 
now sleep and sleep in ^e midst of a desolation beyond hvaasa words 
to describe. 

It is in the dead cities and even more the dead yillages of North- 
em France that one must seek evidence Of what this German thing 
has meant, must seek some estimate of that vast aceouiit, whieh re- 
mainlrto be settled, writes Frank U. Sinimonds, who has just passed 
over the scene of the conflict to the peace conference. 

The German has gone. He has vanished out of the trenches, 
out of the ruins of the region he has wasted. His conquerors, have 
gone after him, but the real inhabitants have not yet begun to re., 
tohi. Afl-a eonseqnence,' from Ypres to the border of the Oise abdve 
Noyon, more than a hundred miles in longitude, and from a dozen to 
50 miles in latitude, there exists the most appalling desert of which 
\he mind can conceive: A few German prisoners cleaning debris 
from the most iipportant higlnvays, a few British soldiers standing 
guard over material and for the rest, in a land where three millions 
of Freneb. and Belgians lived five years ago, just nothing, like the 
buildings, all gone. How, then, are the peace makers at Paris to set 
in motion the machinery, itself all to bo' made, which will bring the 
'Old inhabitants back to the German desert which, like the Great 
American desert of the last century, separates two smiling regions?

Simmonds further pictures the terrible scene of desolution— be- 
yond tKe nearer view, curve on curve, the land swelled away in all 
directions, a monotonous waste without a tree, without a single sur- 
viving habitation, without any obstacle to interrupt the vision — not 
a desert with a clean sand, but a waste in which everything spoke of 
decay following death. For nearly twenty miles in either direction 
this desert extended. Kastwaid against the horizon was the skele- 
ton of Bourlton Woods, where the tirst battle o^Cambrai was won 
and lost in 1917. Westward was Arras, behind the slope the city 
of a thousand bombardments gone now to dust and ashes. Here 
where there had been smiling villages, fertile fields and happy peo- 
ple was nothing but desolation tra^c beyond-^expression. 

And all this was not the wreck of battles. It was nothing of 
the sort. In January, 1917, llindenburg had said: "We shall re- 
treat twenty miles, wasting the country to create a desert in front 
of us. Thus we shall escape an allied attack, while we settle with 
Russia." 

And with German thoroughness the thing was done. The people 
were marched off to Belgium to be fed by .American relief missiops, 
or to die. The villages were (]''stroyed, the rojuls mined, every living 
was cut down, every inanimate thing was blown up. So the Uerman 
dteert was created, and so it remains, sown now with millions of un- 
exploded shells, the debris of late battles, with helmets and hand 
grenades, a region where every heap of ruins is a deadly peril, wher; 
the plow must reopen furrows among live shells. 

For all this some one must pay, not as a matter of punishment— 
this is another question — but mu>it pay in order that this part of (fer. 
man plan may not prevail, that this much of civilization may not 
-t>erish, that this comer of France may not die.

A. workers the broad plans recently 
adopted by the State Managing Board 
}of the Kentucky Y. W, C. A. are by 
far the most progreulvo and compre- 
bsniiva of any yet worked oat by any 
State AssoclatloB. Kentnoky Is also 
unique In th|i respeot— It has the lar- 
gest Btatr of State tecretnrlcM in the 
United States. The new plan which 
will be the guide for the State Y. M. 
C. A. of KenUnky for the next five 
years was ovolved at a rooent eonter* 
enoe of the Stete stall presided over 
by P. C. Wx, State SecreUry. There 
were present also secretarial from 
varioua city Association!) in Kentucky. 
The meeting was held at State Y. M. 
C. A. headquarters in the Aasoolatlon 
Bntldinf^ln Louisville. 

In the general schema the State Y. 
M. C. A. Is shown as operated by the 
MiinaglnR Board to whom is entrusted 
the entire work of the Association In 
Kentucky. The State Secretary acts 
for the Managing Board much as the 
general manager of a railroad aote for 
the board of directors. 

In the plan there are Ave main de- 
partments of activity as follows: (1) 
State Wide Bureaus, (2) Field Super- 
vision, (3) U. S. Boys' Working Re- 
serve, (4) Auditing, and (6) Camp and 
Vaim. ' 

Under Stete Wide Bureaus are In- 
cluded the following: Publicity, Meth- 
ods, Confereinces, Literature and Of- 
fice Management, each with a bureau 
secretary. At present there are no sec- 
retaries for these bureaus, although a 
certein amount of activity in each is 
carried on by the«present staff. 

The department of Field Supervis- 
ion Is by far the most extensive of all. 
At the head are the district secretar- 
ies an^ advisory committees. Under 
these come three general depart- 
mente: (1) Fields in which organ- 
ized T. M. C. A. bodies now opemte. 

(2) Community wide activities and re- 
lationships to the entire field, and 

(3) the fields In which there now, ex- 
ists no organized Y. M. C. A, work. 

In the organized flelds there are the 
local Y. M. C. A. boards operatiill 
through the general secretary. Of 
these there are the following: City 
Associations, g in number; Railroad, 
8; Industrial, 6; High and I'reii.nr.i- 
tory Schools, 61; Student Associa- 
tions, 13^ County Associations, 2. 

The Held of oommunlty-i»ide activi- 
ties and relationships to entire fleM 
has the following; (1) Home; (2) 
Business; (3) School; (4) Direct Ac- 
tivities of Local AssoriationR; ('>) 
Church; (6) Civic and (7) Play Life. 

In the fields not yet organized by 
the Y. Ii. C. A. the Red Triangle Com- 
mittees, composed of men devoted to 
the promotion of the Y. M. C. A. j)ro- 
gram, are operatinR. Those fieldn un- 
der the proposed plan are divided In- 
to two parts, (1) those organlzable 
alon% present lines, and (2) those not 
organlsable along present llnei. 

Under the head of flelds organfsable 
along present lines are the following:

New Toll Rates 

Oiii8S.,Effeetive 
January 21st, 1919 

Order No. 2495 of the Telephone 
and Tclegrpha Administration Issuwl 
by the Post Master General at Wash- 
ington December 13th, a new toll rate 
Is ordered etCective January 21, 1019. 

According to our Interpretation of 
this order the toll rate wiU bo ohuri- 
Qed as follows: 

The day rate IppUes between the 
hour of 4:30 a. m. and 8:S0 p. m. 
Evening rate between 8:30 p. m. and 
12 midnight for station-to-station 
messages only, and shall be approxi- 
mately 60 per cent, less than the day 
rate, but no night rates less than 26 
cents. 

The night rate bewteen 12 midnight 
and 4:30 a. m. shall be approximately 
7S per cent. less than the day rute, 
but no night rata less thaa U coats. 

Person-to-person mesaages shall he 
approximately 26 per cent higher 
than statlon-to-statlon calls. 

Calls which bequire service of a . 
messenger shall take the appointment 
rate, plus cost of messenger fee. 

A report charge of approximately 
25 per cent, of the station-to-station 
rate will be made on all person-to- 
person calls, when person desired is 
not In or will not Ulk or U oalUns 
party is out when connecUon is caB< 
pleted' within one hoar after IllaC 
time.
